SALVATIONISTS the world over 
deljght to acknowl^ge William 
Booth as "our MoSes." The 
desikiiation hw te^n universally ' ac- 
claimed »3 well-chosen. There »re 
not a'tew pointa of similarity be- 
tween the patriarchal leader vt laraei 
and our own li'ouiae^— a fact which 
is accentuated by numerous episodes 
in his life. ... 

Nor can we except the nzvne of ms 
noble partner— oar ssisitsd. Arsiy 
Mothei'—who was a aharer in William 
Booth's vicissitudes no less thstn in 
his victories. 

Through the gifted pen of Mr, 
Harold Begble, and in the chatty 
writings of Brigadier Ruth Tracy, 
we gain many intimate glimpses or 
our Army Founders. 

Born at a period when poverty and

riots were rife, we learn that Wil- 
liam was not "horn good," but that 
Mice at least Mt, Samuel Booth 
bought a cane- With which to chad- 
tise his son for some misdemeanor. 
Like most boys also, he was not 
"head and heels" In love with school, 
but was delighted to start in his 
fiidt position, whicih was ias a pawn- 
broker's assistant. 

Whilst yet a lad he was summoned 
to the bedside., of Jiis., dying, father, 
and the little service, held by the 
light of a candle — when there was 
ain^ng and prayer, and the dying 
man committed his wife and chil- 
dren to God— must have awakened 
strange and new thoughts in - the 
mind of the tall, slim boy, who was 
now to become his mother's chief 
aaaistant," 

Then came the greatest day of 
Williftm Booth's life, when, in that 
cha^l class-room in Nottingham he 
deiinitely gave his heart to God. 

One of. the first evidences . of Wil- 
liam's conversion was that the 
mitwrable condition of an old beggar 
woman began to' make him feel bad. 
He had passed her in the street 
mamr times before, withotit any idea 
M doing anything. Now he wanted

An American evangelist, the Hev. 
James Caughey, later visited Netting- 
hah). Young Booth attended his 
meetihg^ij, "caught the fire from the 
evimgeust's burning words, joined in 
the sinfih^ of Charles Wssley'3 
tliumphant battle -songs, and watched 
exciting scenes of conversion— people 
he knew being changed by the 
miracle of the new Wrth, Here, at 
last, was religion in action, the real 
and living religion of his dreams. 
He g^ve himself up to it." 

Pint Eflforts 

Overcoming his timidity and shy- 
utiia, wjuch at one time threatened to 
seriously hinder his usefulness, Wil- 
liam joined young Sansom in con- 
ducting their first Open-air meetings. 

Cottage meetings and visitation of 
the sick were saded to William's 
activitiea' and then he was given a 
dhance, by his minfster, to 00 some 
village preaching. By the time he 
was nineteen he h{td been made a 
local preacher. 

His weary term of apprenticeship 
being completed he began searching 
for work, but without success, so "he 
did what so many other adventurers 
have done, set his face toward the 
great capital, where he arrived 'with 
empty pockets and a fighting 
spirit/ 

The -circumstances of William 
Booth's meeting Catherine Mumford 
were .both praviuehtliu and inspiring. 
It was at a tea-party, ' at which 
William had been persuaded to 
recite- a poem — "The Grogseller's 
Drc::".." T^iis Scchis iu ImVe preci- 
pitated a warm argument among the 
guests, some claiming tl^t drink 
taken in moderation was not harm- 
ful. But the decided and logical 
opinions of Catherine Mumford 
against liquor in any shape or form, 
were such that the moderationlsts 
were silenced. 

William Booth fell in love with 
Catherine Mumford on their second 
meeting. 

Commissioner Booth-Tucker, in his 
record of the Army mother, takes 
us to the mountain-side of life» and 
we look down together on what is, 
in its beginnings, a tiny cascade, 
like a silver thread, leaping over the 
rocks. Following its course from 
this height, W3 see it develop into a 
stately river, that swMps hundreds 
of miles through the plains^ bearing 
great vessels on its bosom away to 
the limitless ocean, ^o, from tlhy 
beginnings, ^e life of The Army 
Mother grew in beauty atid strength, 
ever broader and xieeper, until its 
influence came .to be felt through 
all the world. *■ 

Early Tniiiinst 

An only daughter, Catherine was 
brought up by her pious Methodist 
mother, whose object in life was to 
train her girl in paths of rectitude. 
Her favorite reading-hook ad a child 
Was the Bible: indeed, before she 
was twelve Catherine had ^ad the 
Bible through eight timeR. At six- 
teen she was definitely converted. 

Naturally of a generous and sym- 
pathetic nature, these feelings were 
aroused one day when as a little 
maid of five she saw a drunken man 
being dragged to the jail by a police- 
man, followed by a crowd of jeering 
boys and even geown-ups. Katie's 
heart went out to him; she ran to 
his side and marched dowh the street 
with hini, just to show the poor 
creature that there was one who ' 
sympathized — even though he was a 
drunkard. . . 

Before she reached hel- 'teens she 
was the Secretary of a Juvenile 
Temperance S(Kieiy and hadpennwH 
her fivst articles aealnst this mon- 



strous, drink evil, which she sent to 
rariG',:s temperance magazines. 

Troublous times came amongst the 
Wealeyans, concerning church govern- 
ment, and both Catherine ana Wil- 
liam, after prayerfully considering 
the question from every angle* 
threw in their lot with the reform 
element. Writing to William Booth, 
Miss Mumford said, "It is verj' try- 
inS to be . . . sliehted when yod are 
acting from the purest motives, b\it 
. . . you have a Friend above, whose. 
love is && great as His power. He 
can op^n your way to another sphere 
9f uaefulness. greater than you now 
conceive of." What prophetic. words! 

Idth, 1S55, a union was consum- 
mated between William Booth and 
Catherine Mtmiford which was des- 
tined to influence the world. 

Years -of splendid and successful 
evafiA^li""^ were nexir spent, during 
which their united efforts, character- 
ized by fervent zeal and untram- 
melled by form and ceremony, had 
its effect in the Salvation of "hun- 
dreds of soula. 

"Enlarged Their Coaat" 

It was the training ground for that 
"greater sphere of usefulness," 
which was even then so imminent. 

Prom the narrow confines of the 
circuit God "enlarged their coast," 
In the first eighteen months after 
their resi^ation from the Methodists, 
Mr. and Mrs, Booth saw seven thou- 
sand people professing conversion. 

In 186& it is recorded that a woman 
preacher was such a unique sight 
thai people tjoctced to hear Mrs.

Opportunity, however, outpaced 
capacity.
